AUTHORIZATION has been]given’to the payment 
of- one month’s allowance to members of army, 
navy and air force who have been discharged after six 
months active service in the present war. The usual 
exceptions are made in case- of dishonorable dismissal 
on one ground or another. The extra month’s pay is 
given “to tide a man over between the period of leaving 
the service and his rehabilitation into- ciriHifif^ 

This is surely an* optimistic view of the' ease with 
which the discharged man will find himself a job. Even 
granting that he is in good enough physical shape to 
work, have circumstances so changed that he can step 
out and find permanent placement within a month? 
Have opportunities so opened up in the last year that 
there is employment for all? , * 

Demand for skilled craftsmen and tradesmen does 
prevail. There is said to be an actua’ shortage of work¬ 
man of experience and training, a fact which is due in 
part to the discouragement of apprenticeship in many 
industrial lines in the years before the war. 

But how many of the men discharged now and later 
are experienced along industrial lines ? How many 
of them have a good dependable trade to which they can 
turn immediately upon discharge ? Hqpvigany will find 
their old jobs waiting for them ? ’ ' 

What makes the rehabilitation problem of this war 
infinitely more serious than after the last war is.tho 
fact that so many of the enlisted men were without em¬ 
ployment when they joined up. They had had no op¬ 
portunity to gain training in any line previous to the 
war, and will thus re-enter the struggle for civilian 
work, no better fitted for that work than before the war 
It is true that a proportion are now learning certain 
inechajijcal,, trades in the military which may help them 
toward employment after the war. But there is. going 
to be a big proportion of-eui HUilTiioW Oil acli/e-service 
who are going to be as seriously up against itfin firliing

Clinch Victory 


One of the nvost triumphant devel¬ 
opments of thb war, has been the cap¬ 
ture of the great Italian base of Bar¬ 
dia in Libya, and the general demoral¬ 
ization of Italian position in North 
Africa. British units already domin¬ 
ate inland regions for almost 100 
miles of the frontier. 

Australian troops under their first 
real. test of battle acquitted them¬ 
selves with a daring, dash and decis¬ 
iveness that has brought them glory.' 
It Ls said that no more than 500 Au»-> 
tralian casualties resulted from the 
penetration of Bardia defences, and 
the capture of thousands of Italians. 
80,000 Italians have been killed or ta¬ 
ken prisoner in this major British of¬ 
fensive, and the British fleet complet¬ 
ed the collapse of the Italian port. 

Tobruk, the Libyan capital, 70 
miles from Bardia, is said to be the 
next British objective, and desert 
troops are steadily penetrating into 
the interior. The R.A.F. has been 
pounding Tobruk paving the way to 
land attack. Australian troops have 
been mopping up round Bardia, prep¬ 
aratory to further movement. When 
the Union Jack flew over Bardia, 
quantities of tanks and stores fell into 
British hands, but the problem of 
feeding 70,000 prisoners is heavy. 

In the meantime the Greeks are a 
further headache* for Italv. pushing 
them toward the important seaport 
of Valo.na, where it is expected the 
Fascists will make a stern stand. 

Germans Enter Bulgaria 

In Europe the development of this 
week is the antffiunced entrance of 
Germany into Bulgaria. Nazis claim 
that the Soviet is quite agreeable to 
this step in “protective occupation.' 
The reported basis for Soviet acquies¬ 
cence is that Germany would not op¬ 
pose Soviet policy in Finland or the 
Rumanian j^rea annexed by Russia. 

German troops are now massed in 
southern Rumania less-than 150 miles 
from Turkey’s frontier. Entrance of

ever known. Although the B.C. apple market is reach¬ 
ing out to South Americg A n d * uc b new buying centres, 
there is still the problem of big surpluses facing grow¬ 
ers -dependent upon apple production. 

l’rairve people with their wheat surplus are often in¬ 
clined to think that they have more troubles than 
anyone else. But the story of the apple carryover in 
the B.C. valleys is a sharp reminder that a wheat sur¬ 
plus is only a temporary embarrassment. Wheat can he 
held without deterioration for years. It is not perishable 
in quality, and the wheat produced this year may easily 
be worth much more three years from now than it is at 
the time it is taken off (he field. 

Few primary producers are so fortunate. Fruit grow¬ 
ers must dispose of their output within a limited time or 
it is a dear! loss. Growers of vegetables and roots are in 
similar position. The time element is an additional anx¬ 
iety which nothing can change. Advances are being 
made in processing fruit and vegetable products to ab¬ 
sorb surplus, but this does not meet the situation fully 
when an old and established market is suddenly rut off. 

Egg and poultry producers are also subject to th" 
pressure common to everything that deteriorates after 
a specified date. To a degree, cattle and hogs are also 
subject to this condition. There is a time when live¬ 
stock is ready for market, whatever the prevailing price 
may be. 

The wheat area of Canada is so vast and production 
so great, that the wheat problem tends to overshadow 
other difficulties of primat^r production which, a re mwh 
more serious, though perhaps affecting a smaller pro¬ 
portion of people. 

The prairie farmer, with a weather-proofed granary 
filled withwheat may be temporarily poor .but that wheat 
is positively an asset. He can rest much more comfort-

The following extracts^-are taken 
from President Roosevelt’s memor¬ 
able speech to the world before New 
Years: 

Never In Such Danger 

Never before since Jamestown and 
Plymouth. Rock has our .American 
civilization been in such linger as 
now. 

For on September 27, 1940, by an 
agreement signed in Berlin, three 
powerful nations, two in Europe and 
one in Asia, joined ■ themselves to¬ 
gether in the threat that if the Un¬ 
ited States interfered with or blocked 
the expansion program of these three 
nations—a program aimed at world 
control—they would unite in ultimate 
action against the United States. 

Enslave Europe 

The Nazi masters of Germany have 
made it clisar that they intend not on¬ 
ly to dominate all life and thought 
in their own country, but also to en¬ 
slave the whole of Europe, and then 
to use the resources of Europe to 
dominate the rest -of the world. 

» If Britain Goes 

Does anyone seriously believe that 
we need to fear attack while a free 
Britain remains our most powerful 
naval neighbor*in the Atlantic? Does 
anyone seriously believe, on the other 
hand, that we could rest easy if the 
axis powers were our neighbor there ? 

If Great Britain goes uow«, the 
axis powers will control the contin¬ 
ents of Europe, Asia, Africa, Austral¬ 
asia, and the high seas—and they will 
be in a position tc bring enormous 
mij jtarv and naval resources against 
this hemisphere. It is no exaggera¬ 
tion to say that all of us in the Ameri¬ 
cas would be fivitf^at the point-ofir 
gun—a gun loaded with explosive bul¬ 
lets, economic as well as military. 

We would enter fm a new and ter¬ 
rible era in which the whole world, 
our hemisphere included, would be run 
by threats of brute force. To survive 
n such a world, ve would have to con¬ 
vert ourselves permanently into a mil¬ 
itaristic power on the basis of \var 
economy. , 

American Threat 

Germany has. said that she was oc¬ 
cupying Belgium to save the Belgians 
from the British. Would she hesitate 
To say to any South American coun¬ 
try, “We are occupying youTo protect 
you from aggression by the United 
States?” 

Belgium today is being used as an 
invasion base against Britain, now 
fighting for its life. Any South 
American country, in Nazi hands, 
would always constitute a jumping- 
off place for'German attack'on any 
one of the other republics of this 
hemisphere. 

Plain Facts 

There are those who say that the 
axis powers would never have any 
desire to attack the Western Hemis¬ 
phere. This is the same dangerous 
form of wishful thinking which has 
destroyed the powers of resistance of 
so many conquered peoples. The plain

“Nearly three times as many cattle 
and calves died ill transit by truck as 
by rail in proportion to the number 
transported by each method in 1939, 
according to a survey'by the National 
Lave Stock Loss Prevention Board, 
following, studies by board members 
at leading midwest livestock market¬ 
ing centres.

This conference included represen¬ 
tatives from constituencies which did 
iiot elect Independent members, and 
the good general representation gave 
direction to the' M.L.A.’s and im¬ 
pressed their obligation not only to 
their-own ridings, but to all the peo¬ 
ple of independent thought in. the 
province. • ' 

Considerations . 

(a) Private Debt—The closest.co¬ 
operation between the provincial and 
federal governments in order that the 
doubt cast on some of the provincial 
legislation by the Courts may be re- 
movetj- Also, that these respective 
legislative fields bt covered so that 
individual debt problems can be dealt 
with speedily and conclusively on the 
basis'of the debtor’s ability to pay, in 
contrast to the present treatment of 
the problem where the policy is one of 
delay rather than one of final dispos¬ 
al by settlement.

in mind is the importance of main¬ 
taining, and expanding as rapidly as 
possible, the national income. It is 
the need for a larger national income 
and a more prosperous Canada*which 
governed the Commission "Jjf the re¬ 
commendations it makes for simpli¬ 
fying Canada’s financial system, for 
carrying as economically as possible 
the great burden of public debt and 
for eliminating those features of the 
fiscal system whieh have a marked 
tendency to check investment and oo 
to reduce employment. 

The taxation proposals of the re¬ 
port arise out of the finding by the 
commission that the present system 
of taxation is obsolete, Unequitable .is 
between taxpayers and as between 
provinoes, inefficient and,a deterrent 
to expansion of the national income. 
The report states that the complexity 
of the present tax system Is beyond 
belief and that existing corporation 
taxes “have grown up in a completed- 
ly unplanned and unco-ordinated way, 
and that they violate every canon of 
sound taxation.” The taxation pro¬ 
posal, in the opinion of the commis¬ 
sion, are justified on the grounds of 
sound social and fiscal policy. Fur¬ 
thermore, a scientific system of taxa¬ 
tion will assist in expansion of the na¬ 
tional income. 

Care was taken by the commission 
to see that its recommendations did 
not interfere with legitimate provin¬ 
cial autonomy. It disagreed with the 
views those presentations w'hich ar¬ 
gued that the authority of the provin¬ 
ces should be reduced substantially. 
Rather, it designed its recommenda¬ 
tions with a view to preserving pro¬ 
vincial autonomy since it recognized 
that this was necesssary in a federal 
state. In some fields of governmental 
activity the authority of the provinces 
will be strengthened and more clearly 
defined by adoption of the report. 

In discussing its recommendations 
in relation to the maintenance of pro¬ 
vincial autonomy, the commission 
states; “Thesfe adjustments will leave 
unto uched the arrangements which 
during the past 70 years have pre¬ 
served complete provincial liberty in 
spheres that are primarily cultural 
and social.” IiTfact, the^commissioi 
further points out that this liberty ol 
action “ will be assured even bettei

The philosophy underlying the re¬ 
commendations of the Rowell-Sirois 
Commission ig equality of treatment 
for citizens of all provinces. 


commission designed its recommenda¬ 
tions. Two and a half years of study 
of the problems confronting Canada 
convinced the commission that there 
are many injustices and- inequalities 
in Canada’s present governmental, 
economic and financial structure. It 
devised its report to cure these. 

The commission found that some 
provinces and areas are threatened 
with insolvency and that the burden 
of government is unevenly distributed 
Because of the change in the concept 
of the duty of governments most 
provinces are faepd with a burden of 
services which they have not the fin¬ 
ancial resources to carry, due to lim¬ 
ited taxation powers. Recommenda¬ 
tions of the commission, if adopted, 
will change this situation. The prov¬ 
inces will .be relieved of the heavy 
costs of relief and of the deadweight 
burden of debt serv ice and will be as¬ 
sured of sufficient revenues to main¬ 
tain normal services. 

The assurance of sufficient reven¬ 
ues, through National Adjustment 
Grants, to enable every province to 
provide educational and social servi¬ 
ces on a national average of quality is 
important. This provision recognizes 
that every Canadian, no matter what 
province he or she may live in, is en¬ 
titled to the benefits of a minimum 
standard of servioes. Thus, if the re¬ 
port is adopted, education and welfare 
services in Alberta will be just as 
good as those of Ontario. 

In the past, adverse economic condi¬ 
tions have affected some provinces 
more than others. Those most ser- 
iusly affected have had to curtail 
necessary services because of declin¬ 
ing revenues. This was the exper¬ 
ience of Alberta and other western 
provinces in the recent depression. In 
future, if the commission’s report is 
implemented, this will not be neces¬ 
sary since increased adjustment 
grants will offset any decline in rev¬ 
enues from other sources. In brief
